TRANSPLANTING, &c. 


Ir can hardly be expected to find, in a mere catalogue, such full and com- 
plete directions for transplanting, pruning and training trees, &c, as may be 
required by persons wholly ignorant of these important operations in fruit 
culture ; nor is it necessary, as full and elaborate treatises on these several 
subjects are now to be found in almost every Bookstore, and with almost every 
book vender, in the country. Still a few brief hints may not be amiss on the 


most important of these subjects, viz— TRANSPLANTING. 


The proper seasons for this operation are in the Spring and Autumn; in the 
Spring, as soon as the ground is settled and the earth is sufficiently dry to 
‘work’? well, until the Ist of May,—the earlier, however, the better for every 
kind of deciduous, hardy tree ; and in the Autumn, immediately after the fall of 
the leaf to the closing up of the ground by frost—in this case, also, the earlier 
the work is done the better. Late in the Spring, however, is said to be the most 


favorable time for transplanting Evergreens. 


Before “setting out” trees the ground should be thoroughly prepared by 
previous cultivation and high manuring. It should also be worked very deep 
either with the spade or by subsoil plowing. All the mutilated roots of the tree 
should be carefully pared off with a sharp knife to facilitate the speedy healing 
of the wounds, and the hole in which the tree is to be set should be made many 
times larger and deeper than what may be required merely for the insertion of 
the tree. If the soil with which the hole is to be filled, is not sufficiently rich, a 
portion of old and well rotted manure may be added, which should be well 
incorporated with it; but in no case should green and unfermented manure of 
any kind be used. The roots should be spread out in their natural position and 
the earth so filled in about them as to leave no open or vacant spaces. Great 
care should be taken to set trees no lower than they originally stood, as in nine 
cases out of ten greatinjury is done by planting them too deep. The roots should 
be wet before being “ set out’’ as thereby the earth will the more readily adhere 
to them, and water may be poured about the tree when the hole is three-quarters 
filled. After this has settled away let the hole be entirely filled with earth and 
then gently pressed down about the tree with the foot, when the work will be 


done.

Remarks.—The Apple is, undoubtedly, all things considered, the most valuable 
of our fruits. It is not merely as a dessert fruit that the apple may be prized ; it is 
also valuable for cooking, and even for the feeding of stock. It is also in constant 
demand for exportation, and the more early and choice kinds find a ready market 
in all our large towns and cities. The tree is perfectly hardy and is well adapted 
to our climate. It will thrive in almost any soil, though a deep, rich gravelly loam 
with a dry subsoil will produce the finest trees and best fruit. The tree requires 
little pruning after the head has been well formed. All that is necessary is to 
remove the suckers from the boughs, and limbs that are decayed, or that in any 
way interfere with each other. The proper distance for planting the apple, where 
land is abundant, is from 30 to 40 feet, though a less distance will not retard the 
growth of the trees for many years. The ground before planting should be well cul- 
tivated and enriched ; and the orchard should be annually manured. It should also 
be kept under constant cultivation with the potato or some other root crop.

_ Remarxs.—The Pear, as a dessert fruit, has few equals. It has a melting and 
juicy texture, and is of a mild, rich and delicious flavor ; and the delicious qualities 
of the improved varieties render it one of the most valuable of all fruits. It is of 
easy culture and very productive in this climate ; and the trees retain their vigor 
and productiveness to a great age. By ajudicious selection of varieties this luscious 
fruit can now be had in use throughout the entire year. The soil best adapted for 
its growth, is a deep, rich loam, with an open dry subsoil. It does not succeed upon 
a thin, wet, cold soil, laying upon a close, firm, hard pan; neither will it thrive 
upon a stiff, heavy, clay soil. The ground upon which the Pear is planted should 
be worked very deep and made rich. The distance for orchard culture may be 15 
to 25 feet ; although a less distance will answer for small gardens. As many varie- 
ties are now successfully grown upon the quince stock, which give the trees a dwarf- 
ish habit, these may be planted, alternately, with those upon the pear stock, at a 
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distance of eight feet ; and before the latter shall have attained a proper age and 
size to become productive, the former will have exhausted themselves by constant 
bearing from almost the very moment of being set out, and may then be removed 
to make room for those upon the pear.

Remarxs.—The Plum will not succeed on a cold, wet, decided clay, or a dry 


sand. The best soil, says S. W. Cole, is a strong, moist, rich loam, inclining to 
clay—a dark, heavy mould—or a moist yellow loam, A black, muddy soil, moist, 
but not wet, is exgellent. Some varieties, however, will succeed in soils tolerably 
dry. The Plum is usually most productive in hollows, and low, rich, moist soils ; 
but on suitable soil it also succeeds on high lands. Fifteen feet is a good distance 
apart for planting ; a less distance, however, will answer. The land should be well 
manured and cultivated, and the soil often stirred. Wood ashes, lime, old mortar, 
plaster, salt, &c., are good manures to promote the growth and health of plum trees, 
and to guard against insects. In suitable localities the Plum bears most abundantly, 
commands a high price, and is very desirable as a profitable market fruit.
